BISMARCK'S AOVtCE. 


Is It VapniJiaaUmd «•• CM W» AaTvnl 
to Follow It? 


Mr. Bryan appears to set great store 


by the letter which Gov. CuUterson, of 
Texas, has received from Prince Big- 
aiarck. The "people's friend" is willing 
to receive advice from the "Man of 
Blood and Iron," ami the "champion 
of the American farmer" listens to 
that famous friend of American agri- 
culture who shut the German ports to 
American pork in 1884 and to American 
potatoes In 1885, and who would gladly 
nave united all central Europe in a 
customs league aimed directly against 
all 
American produce. 
Bismarck's 


rather diplomatic letter is 1nken by Mr. 
Bryan in his recent speeches to favor 
the free coinage of nlher by the United 
State*. The dev»tion of Chancellor Bis- 
marck to the cause of silver may be 
Been in the following historical fact, 
which appears to have escaped general 
notice: 


Under his guidance as chancellor of 


the empire and minister of commerce 
for Prussia the equivalent of 1,080,- 
000,000 marks (over $370,000,000) in sil- 
ver was demonetized between the years 
1874 
and 1881, and over $160,000,000 


worth of the bullion into which these 
were melted had been solrt by 1879. In 
that year, finding that the price of sil- 
ver was becoming demoralized, HO that 
his remaining $109,000,000 was depre- 
ciating, he stopped sales by a decree 
issued in May, 1870. These points were 
frankly stated by his delegation to the 
international monetary conference of 
1381, 
when Germany likewise offered 


to suspend sales for a time in order 
that the price might not be further 
depressed. With these assurances be- 
fore the monetary powers and with the 
decree of 1879 efill in force,, Bismarck 
saw an opportunity of dumping- some 
German silver on the sly and proceeded 
to da so. In 1885 the Egyptian govern- 
ment decided to change its coinage and 
Invited bids for contract* to coin iU 
ailver piasters. The German mint se- 
cured the contract to make the coin and 
incidentally furnished $3,180,000 of sil- 
ver bullion to Egypt. The matter-wai 
kept very quiet or escaped general no- 
tice. Reference to it will be foundv 
however, in the London Keonoml&t of 
December 4, 18SG, which saw in it a 
proof of Bismurck's lack of faith in 
silver.

The Myers murder case in the circuit 


court came to the most interesting point 
this morning. Tfau prosecution bus nbont 
flnlanod their cam but as two witnesses 
bad not yet appeared the defense l>egan 
Introducing their evidence this morning. 
The testimony in tbo curly part of tba 
morning was rather dull but a touching 
scene took place vrhun Dr. Will Barnes 
took tbe stand and exhibited tba sku II of 


the murdered innn. Mrs. 


Hnuknwn's sister, cried bitterly 


on seeing the skull. Mrs. Mentbrop, the 
womn'n whose husband Hacknmn hod 
worked for, also wept and this addud to 
the general commotion.

eryone rose from their emits and tried to 
get a bettor view. Tbo bailiff called the 
spectators to order but tbe woman whoso 
brother was murdered continued to sob 
while the testimony was given. Mr. Mills 
took tbo skull and puintcd to tnc differ- 
ent fractures. On tbu top of the head was 
one round h-'lo and in front over tbo nose 
wafl another round fracture.
